REGISTRATIONS IN 
COOK COUNTY SET 
NEW AUGUST TOP 


Gain for Month 53.5% 
Over 1927—Betters 
1926 Also

HICAGO, Sept. 10.—New 
car registrations’ in 
Cook county set a new all 
time record for the month of 
August. The gain over the 
corresponding month last 
year was 53.5 per cent. 

The total of 10,486 was also 43 per 
cent. in excess of August, 1926, the 
peak year. As compared with July 
this year there was a difference of 
only 162 cars less. 

Great individual gains accounted 
for the liberal showing Several 
cars scored percentage of more than 
100, while others were well up to- 
ward that mark. 

Ford had a gain of 719.1 per 
cent. It was the outstanding fea- 
ture of the month’s returns, In- 
cidentally the product is closing 
the gap between itself and the 
Chevrolet.

ILWAUKEE, WIS.,

| the Seaman Body Company, 
affiliated with Nash Motors

With every inch of space occa- 
pied in the record production 
schedule, the company is taking 
immediate steps to increase its fa- 
cilities for building bodies and for 
pressed steel work for the three 
Nash plants. The company has 
now 6,500 on its payroll here, 
turning out between 900 and 1,000 
automobile bodies a day. 


- | With the completion of its build- 


ing program, there will be fully 
10,000 at work at the Seaman plants 
here, according to Irving Seaman. 
The contract is scheduled to be 
let this week on a five-story build- 
1,000 by 385 feet, east from 
Richards Street and south of Capi- 
tol Drive. The lower floor will be 
two stories high for a metal and

The marked increase in activi- 
ties at the Seaman plant is due 
to the jump in sales by the Nash 
Motor Company, having a Sepiem- 
ber production schedule of more 
than 22,000 cars, with incoming 
orders piling up. 

During August the Nash plants 
in Kenosha, Racine and Milwaukee 
turned out 22,500 jobs, a record, 
and the September output, it is ex- 
pected, will equal this figure. 


, Around 16,000 are employed in the 
| three motor plants. 

No let-up is expected during the 
fall months, with the Nash com- 
;pany planning additions to its 
| Kenosha and Racine motor plants 
to keep pace with sales volume. 

“Indications are that the Sea- 
man Body Company will be at ca- 
pacity production for the rest of 
the year,” reported Irving Seaman. 
“With the new additions we hope 
to each 1,200 jobs a day.”

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Cleveland Dealers Hang Up August R 


New Car Sales in 
August 40% Over 
Same Month in ’27

LEVELAND, Sept. 10. 
Cleveland automo- 
bile dealers, with the ex- 
ception of Ford Motor 
Company dealers, hung up 
new records in August 
sales, a survey’ today 

showed. 
Every dealer in every line can- 
vassed reported that August had 
been the biggest month in their 
history. The majority reported 
September business opening up 
well and some predicted that this 
month's sales also would break 

records. 

A steady upturn in both new and 
used car sales was reported by the 
Cleveland Automobile Manufac- 


turers and Dealers Association in 
its compilation of August sales 

New car sales totaled 4,171, as 
against 2,975 for August, 1927. And 
used car sales were 12,403, as 
against 10,742 for the same period 
a year ago. The increase in new 
car sales was 40 per cent. and in 


used car sales 15 per cent. 

Ford Motor Company deliveries 
here also jumped during the 
month, total deliveries being re- 
por’ed to have been close to 2,000. 
This is a 33 per cent. jump from 
the same month last year. The 
local factory branch is expected 
to be opened during the coming 
month and before’ navigation 
closes for the year. Shipments 
thus far of the new models have 
been coming by boat from Detroit. 
Deliveries this month are expected 
to reach 100 daily.

N view of the fact that more 


or less interest appears to 
be centered on this small ac-!| 


count subject, the small buyer, 


Wwe made a slight investigation | 


in a_ territory 
radius of approximately fif- 
teen miles from the establish- 
ment of a wholesaler who, al- 
though he claims to be a job- 
ber, is not generally recog- 
nized as such by the larger 


accounts. 

Traveling with the salesman for 
one morning in a car we were sur- 
prised to find that approximately 
55 per cent. of his calls were 
made on the so-called filling sta- 
tion. The territory above referred 
to is mostly small places, although 
there are a few small cities. 

We watched this salesman work, 
paying particular attention to his 
rales efforts in the filling stations 
and the roadside combination fill- 
ing station and supply place. Now 
this salesman is what may be termed 
an average salesman. He did not 
work fast, neither was he slow. And 
he carried two new fall items which 
had to be introduced and sold. 

The smallest order he wrote was 
about $3. Many were well over the 
$5 mark and a few higher. Just 
what his average per sale the day 
was we could not determine as the 
man showed an inclination to resent 
too much questioning as to figures. 


We found that the small places 
visited by this salesman either 
bought fairly quickly or said no. 


Generally speaking, the proprietors 
of these places seemed to know what 
lines moved and what would not. 
They showed a keen insight into a 
new line offered: that is, the ques- 
tions they asked indicated this. 

The salesman said that he has 
been specializing on these small 
places for severa] years and prefers 
to handle this class of ctrade be- 
cause little time is lost in getting 
the order and his commissions are 
better than when he was calling on 
the larger places. When asked if 
his orders would average over $5 
the order he said he believed they 


would show much better. 
The wholesaler employing the 
salesman was asked if he did not 


find these smal] buyers unprofitable 
because of the size of their order. 
He replied that the volume was 
even more satisfactory than with 
some of the larger buyers; that is 
to say, he expressed himself some- 
what as follows:— 

“We started some time ago to 
develop these small buyers and 
the roadside filling stations. At 
first the average sale was small. 
but the man we assigned to this 
work was confident that he could 
build this trade, and he has done 
so. Some of our competitors feel 
that these little fellows are too 
small to bother with. Some one 
has to sell them, so we decided we 
would. Yes, the credit situation 
is quite satisfactory. Our sales- 
man handles the collections, and 
he is good at it.” 

We then called on a number of 
these small places and talked with 
the proprietors. Among the ques- 


tions asked was, why they bought | 


of this wholesaler when practically 
next door to him was an established 
A. E. A. jobber. The reply was 
that it was rare that any jobber'’s 
salesman called other than the one 
they were doing business with. 

It must be quite evident that these 
small places must buy from some 
wholesaler, and if the big jobber 
‘doesn’t want the business because 
the order is too small, there is a 
wholesaler who does. Some one will 
eventually develop the little buyer 
into a big one. As a matter of fact. 
these little chaps will bear watch- 
mg.

Mail Order’s Retail Chain 


Has But 100 of 1,000 Stores

CCORDING to one con- 
nected with a large and 
well-known mail order con- 
cern there has been estab- 


lished but slightly more than 
one hundred of the proposed 


one thousand retail stores. 
Obtaining and training the| 
personnel is progressing as | 


rapidly as is practical. It is 
quite apparent that it will be 
some time 
*hain will be completed. 

It has been thought that the 
factors of overhead would mean 
that the consumer would pay a 
higher price than if the order was 
filled by mail, i.e., from the usual 
catalog, but this does not appear 
to be the case, according to an 
explanation made by the manager 
of a retail store to the writer. 

We had been inspecting the lines 


in this store and our wanderings 


must have attracted the attention | 


of the manager, so we explained we 
lived in the country nearby and 
were looking over the lines trying 
to ascertain whether it would be 


cheaper to buy by mail, as was our | 


custom. or at the store. We told 
the manager we thought his prices 
must be higher because of 
clerks, etc. 

He stated that the overhead had 
no bearing upon the retail prices, 


that no overhead was charged 
against the store directly. Taking 
a set of drifts. he said: “The pricc | 


of this set is 58 cents at any of our | 


home stores. The price here is 59 
cents, as the tag indicates. The dif- 
ferential of 1 cent represents the 
carload freight rate; that is to say. 


if we have a mixed carload, the 
freight is charged to each separate 
bunch cf items and subdivided. It 
is cheaper for vou to buy at this 
store as it wil] cost you 2 cents to 
mail the order and the parcels 
post.”

We believe any jobber or em- 
ployee will find it well worth his 
time to spend an hour in one of 
these stores in his vicinity. It will 
give him a line on what items are 
handled, the quality and the prices. 
And we also believe that he will see 
how he can meet the chain store 
competit’on, if it is competition. Of 
course these stores will sell, but 
whether they do the customers of 
the customers of the jobber, is up to 
the jobber and his salesmen.
